Washinoton, April 10.— The Mtiste 
hM practically concluded its laliors an l 
{• now waiting for an intimation from 
the prcsiilciit tobriii^; tin' cxtraoifthiary 
•ession to ti cXo^Q. All idea of passing 
upon tlie (luestion* inToIved in the ap- 
pointment of tho three eenaton from 
the northwest has be«f abfuidoaed and 
th«t awttar wUl be ]^ iOr diepoeal at 
the next eeMton. The reuons for thig 
course are: First, that many senators 
are still undecided how to vote upon 
the iirupnuitions involvoil; second, 
many others desire to address a full 
senate, and third, the final and conoln- 
sive rea-Hoii, thjit there is not a]^qtloram 
in the city at iirefeiit. 

It is said that al)out Tuesday the sen 
ate will appoint a committee to wait 
upon the president and ask whether lie 
has further business to lay before tlie 
body. It is assumed among the sena- 
tors generally that the only really im- 
portant matter that remains to bo com- 
municated is the nomination of tne 
court of appeals of the District of Co- 
lumbia, fur. uiik'Ha this court is tille'l 
before the adjomument, there i« likei v 
to \h a deadlock In the Diatrict jndioial 
business. 

Although the impression prevails tliat 
nearly all of the foreign missiona have 
been filled, the records disclose the fact 
that no nominations have yet been mado 
to 20 of these important places. Tim 
list ia; Arj^entine Republic, Bolivia, 
Brazil, ( liiiin, ('olumbia, Ecmuioi-. 
Hayti, llaw;t!i, Italy. Russia, L'ovn; 
Liberia, Pan.f^uay and Uruguay, I'eryii:, 
.Portutcal, .Sail Domingo, Kiaiii. Sw.'dcn 
and Norway. Turkey and N'enezui hi. 

Most imporlaiit of these peihiip.s is 
Russia, ami it is mirmiscd in some 
quarters that the del:iy in making a 
change there arises ftoui a desire to 
await the possible action of the Russian 
government raising the grade of its 
mission at Washington to an embassy, 
which will admit of the nominations of 
another ambassador by the president in 
that case. But in the majonty of those 
cases there is not good reason why the 
places can not be filled by appointment 
subject to confiimation when the senate 
meets again noxl session, and therefore 
the impression prevails at the Cajp^tol 
that the pn ^ent sedsiOB wUl sdjmurn 
gome time this week.

had taken tlieir jilact.'s on the wharves 

During th" affray the two steamHliiiif 
steamed tint iiito the roails so as to be 
out of reach of the enraged strikers. In 
the hot liatt!i> that eTisurd between the 
laiieeiH atiil thi^ stnl<i rs, many of the 
solilii r,^ were seriously injured b 
stones tliat were llirown by the do( 
laborers. Not a ffw of the dockers !tls( 
have good c-use to remember the day 
for they received very roii^'h treatment 
at the hands of the military, many of 
whfim hail been struck by missies. 

Early in the day trouble was feared 
and the militia had not only been called 
to guard tJie ilo( !;s l)ut two gunboats 
had also been sent for and vvin'i' 011 tht 
wjiy when t!;u strikers maiie tlieir on 
sl.iu^'lit (111 the crews of tli»- Iloiii<ro tUid 
Montebello. <Jne of tho boats arriveil 
late in the afternoon after the troubl 
had subsided and now lies at anchor 
with her guns trained to sweeii thi 
docliM with grape and canister in cast 
the strikers r- new their assault.

Kx-SIIniater De Parian Dead. 

Paris, April 10.— Ez-Minister Mario 
Louis Pierre Felix Esquiros de Parien 
is dead. He was bom in Aurillas on 
April 18. 1815. He studied jurispru- 
dence, political economy and natural 
philosophy in Paris and Strassburg, and 
in 1«41 received bis degree as doctor of 
laws. He was a member of the con 
Btitntlve and legislative assemblies. He 
became minister of .public instructions 
in the cabinet inaugurated by the mes- 
cage of Oct 81, 1840. In 1870 he was 
e}evate<l to the rank of minister presi- 
dent of the council of state in the first 
iiiu-liamentary cabiuet of the empire, 
He received the grand cross of the 
Legion of Honor m 18S7, and subse 
quently was decorated with many for- 
eign orders. He wrote voluminousl: 
on historical and economic subjects.

Lon don, Apiil 10.— The British bark 
Anhurstone, Captain Adams, from San 
Francisco, Oct. 20, which arrived at 
•.^neenstown yesterday reports that on 
.Ian. V) she was in collision with an ice- 
berg 600 miles off the Falkland islands. 
During the ezoitement attending the 
collision several of the crew launched 
boats, but were persuaded to return 
by the captain and to rig juries. The 
Arthurstone lost her fore topmast and 
bowsprit and damaged her bows 
Her forepeak ia flowled.

Paris is dead. He was born in March. 
bSOQi entered the navy in 1820. became 
ensign in 1826, lieutenant in IKIJ. cap 
tain in 1846, rear admiral in 18.18 and 
"ice admiral in IWl-t, He had the grand 
cress of the Legion of Honor and was a 
member of the Academy of Sciences 
He wrote aeveral books 00 naiid sub 
jects.

ATTEMPTED ROBBERY AND MURDER 
A Wealthy Harylander Hrntalljr Acsanlt- 

Ei.KTox Md., April 10.— The peojile 
hereabouts had srarcelj- ceased to t;.lk 
about the recent horrible murders by 
negroes in Maryland of Dr. Hill and Mr. 
Bowie when they are cilled upon to 
contemplate and discuss the attempt at 
robbery and murder by the negroes of 
Mr. David E. Oaschel, a well to do resi- 
dent of the neighborhood 01 Rising Sun. 

Mr. Oaschel was on his way from his 
borne to Rising Sun on Friday night, 
and passing through a belt of worxls ho 
wa>- atoppwl by two negroes who de- 
manded his money or his life. He said 
he had no money and the negroes at 
once fell upon him, beating him almost 
into inseuMbility, and then pitched him 
over an embankment and into the run. 
Out of this Mr. Oatchell scrambled, but 
he was hurled back again into the water 
and kept underneath by sticks in the 
hands of the brutes. Thinking they 
bad drowned him, the negroes fled. 

Mr. Gr.tcbol was able soon, however, 
to drag himself out of the water and to 
a neighbor's house. The physician has 
hopes of his recovery. Now the coun- 
try roundabout is being scoured for the 
negroes, whom Mr. Oatchel describes, 
and epeedy punishment waits them if 
caught. Four negroes were hanged 
and four others are serving a life sen- 
tence for the murder of Hill. The 
murderers of Mr. Bowie have not yet 
been brought to trial.

Mr. Tendick was robbed of a largo 
amount of money and both burros 
which they were riding were taken. 
After hours of severe suffering, upon 
regaining sense Mr. Tendick sought ac- 
commodations at the home of a goat 
herder in the mountains, while his ser- 
vant made his way to Batopilas and se- 
cured the necessary assistance to bring 
Mr. Tendick to camp. Tho aut horities 
were notified and are in pursuit of the 
bandits.

Charleston, S. C. April. 10.— Ex- 
Governor Mctirath died here yesterday. 
age<l 80. Previous to the rebellion h€ 
was appointed by Resident Pierce dis- 
trict judge of South Carolina, but on 
the announcement of the election of 
Abraham *LiiK oln to the presidency he 
discharged the grand jury and declared 
the court adjourned sine die. He sub- 
sequently became governor of the state 
and at the fall of the confederacy was 
arrested and imprisoned by the federal 
authorities. On his release he resumed 
practice of hi» profession.

Bermuda. 

The steam apparatus had been taken 
oil and tlio hole left by the removal of 
the jiropeller made the vessel nnusuallv 
hard to steer. The craft waa fitted with 
only two sails and thn chronometer put 
on board wa^ xo l>M<lly out of time that 
it Was im^Missihle fur the captain to get 
his lonixitmlf. 

The yacht wa» started for Kennndii. 
tvhere. it was said, the owner had a 
plantation. The contract mode was for 
three'months, bat after the crew haii 
been out about 75 days the provisions 
gave (Hit and tlm niuii made up tln ii 
minds tliat tho last cask of water h;i(\ 
been poisotiiMl. The (rajjtain lo.st his 
Bt'xt.'iiit anil lost all means of locating' 
himselt on tlie seas. 

Fortunately he reached the South 
Carolina coast. Tho yacht was towed 
into yavannah, reaching here after a 
voyage of llis days. The ve.>isel had 
Ix'en insured Ijy itH owner for ifilO.OOi). 
I'utting this to'/ether with the fact that 
the w.iler had been ro had, all hamls 
came to the colli Insion that the'-e had 
been a piot to have the vesstd lost. 

According to the boatswain's story, 
the crew came to the conclusion that 
such a i)lot had been formed when tiiey 
began to get sick I roui the ctTecta of the 
water, which turned blue when pMmd 
out of the cask into the air. 

The boat has been refitted, tho chro- 
nometer corrected and she is now in a 
better condition to meet the galei.
